More rules 
on using 
your lawn? 


Conservation eyes changing rules 
on building doghouses, pools, more

Some residents might not be able to put their doghouse — or 
other small structures - where they want on their own property, if 
the Conservation Commission makes the changes it is considering, 
say local developers. The changes would affect property near wet- 
lands.

But Paul Finger, Conservation 
Commission member, said the current proposed changes only clar- 
ify the existing regulations; they do not create new ones. Since all 
projects within 100 feet of a wetland must be approved by the com- 
mission, the revised rules will simply help engineers design to the 
commission’s standards. 

Currently, residents are restricted from disturbing anything with- 
in 25 feet of a wetland, called the “no disturb zone,” and prohibit- 
ed from building anything for human habitation within 50 feet of 
the wetland. Under the proposed regulations, that same setback is in 
place. But it adds specific setback distances for swimming pools, 
pool decks, parking areas, access roads, patios, fences, ret: ining 

walls and sports courts.

No idle threat: RR lawsuit 


Rail company sues town, state to allow trains to idle 


BACK TO CLASS 


By Brian Davidson 

Six months after Guilford Rail 
System sued Andover and other 
towns for prohibiting it from 
idling its rail cars near residents’ 
homes, the only thing that seems 
to be sitting idle is the litigation. 

Chelmsford Health Director 
Richard Day - whose town is 
also being sued by the railroad 
company for action against it - 
speculates that it will be quite 
some time before the conflict is 
resolved in court. 

“How long will it take to get 
from point A to point B through 
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the legal process?” he asked. 
“Who knows?” 

Spurred by residents’ com- 
plaints of noise and pollution, 
Andover ordered Guilford Rail 
System to stop idling its trains 
for hours near homes. Chelms- 
ford and Westford did the same, 
leading the railroad company to 
file a suit against the three towns 
and the state of Massachusetts in 
May 2005S. 

Andover residents Tracey and 
Chris Meech, who live near the 
tracks, say they have noticed 
improvement in recent months, 


but are hoping for a permanent 
solution in 2006. 

“It’s impossible to be outside 
while these things are idling," 
said Chris Meech of Fleming 
Avenue. “They give you 
headaches, they exacerbate asth- 
ma — it’s like living in a rail 
yard.” 

The noise that the idling loco- 
motives generate, and the diesel 
fumes that billow out of them, 
have been overwhelming neigh- 
borhoods across the state for 
decades, say some.

Developers decry change

“The average citizen doesn’t 
realize how restricting these 
policies are becoming,” said 
Todd Wacome of Winwood 
Builders in Andover. “It mostly 
affects existing homeowners, 
whether their yard looks like 
wetlands, or has a swing set on 


Wacome won a precedent- 
setting lawsuit against the Con- 
servation Commission in 2003. 
In what he described as a 
“power struggle,” Wacome said 
the appeals court unanimously 
ruled against the commission, 
which he said tried to impose a 
new policy on an existing pro- 
ject. 


Finger is part of a conserva- 
tion subcommittee, and he, Con- 
servation Agent Linda Clearly 
and local engineers have been 
working on the proposed 
changes. The purpose of extend- 
ing the buffer zone — from 25 to 
35 feet for a doghouse, for 
example — is because residents 
need to have access behind the 
structure, to maintain and paint 
it, he said. 

“If someone came to me and 
wanted to put a doghouse within 
25 feet of a wetland, I don’t 
know that I'd deny that,” said 
Finger. “The commission has 
the ability, within reason, to 
waive certain requirements.” 

Based on public feedback, 
Finger said, regulation changes

have been revised to include 
more restrictive setbacks around 
vernal pools, the most sensitive 
of wetlands. A vernal pool is a 
small body of water that pro- 
vides a home and breeding 
ground to wildlife creatures that 
could not survive otherwise. The 
pools can be as small as a pud- 
dle and appear water every 
spring and dry up by the end of 
the summer. 

Property owners may be able 
to get a waiver for a project 
within the buffer zone if they 
can prove there is no practical 
alternative. But Perkins says 
many residents do not under- 
stand the ramifications of regu- 
latory changes until they try to 
do something and realize they 
have to spend thousands of dol- 
lars for engineering with no 
guarantee the project will be 
approved. 

“In general, I think the com- 
mission is conscientious, but 
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property without compensa- 
tion.”

Andover residents filing 
taxes with the Andover Internal 
Revenue Services center will 
have a few extra days, thanks to 
April 15 falling on the Saturday 
before Patriots Day.

“Taxpayers can find help 24 
hours a day, seven days a week 
on IRS.goy,” said Riley “The 
newly redesigned IRS.gov pro- 
vides a more usable look and 
feel. Also, the agency enhanced 
the search engine to increase 
search result accuracy and 
usability. Users should more 
easily find needed forms and 
publications, electronic tools 
and tax information.”

She wrote a letter to President 
George W. Bush, asking him not 
to start the war in [raq. “I said 
‘Please do not start the war. No 
one country can win a war. It 
takes a lot of lives.’” 

She relishes the opportunities 
here. She reads six newspapers 
each week (four in English, two 
in Russian) and three magazines 
(one in English, two in Russian). 
She swims for one hour a day at 
the YMCA. She has attended 
synagogue for the past 12 years 
and teaches Yiddish. In addition 
to Yiddish, English and Russian, 
she also knows German, a Polish 


dialect of Russian and a smatter- 
ing of Hebrew. She has a com- 
puter, sends e-mail and surfs the 
Internet. She also organizes free 
food deliveries for low-income 
people each month. 

“Since I come to America, I 
try to do good things for people,” 
said Maimina. 

She is someone who has 
faced challenges in life. She is a 
Holocaust victim who was just 
16 years old when World War II 
broke out. She fled to the woods 
with her mother where they cov- 
ered their bodies with leaves for 
camouflage during the day and 
walked towards the border by 
night. They survived on berries.

Three months later, they made 
it to the border and escaped. 

“I know World War II,” she 
says. “Not from books or 
movies.” 

After the war, Maimina 
earned two university degrees, 
married, had two children and 
was a math teacher. 

She watched her two chil- 
dren, Zak and Svetlana, have 
difficulty finding work simply 
because they were Jewish. 
Before her son left Russia in 
1980, Maimina and her hus- 
band had to sign papers con- 
firming that they would not 
seek government assistance. 
After her son left, Maimina 
said she received a visit at work 
from three government officials 
who reprimanded her for let- 
ting him go and demanded to 
know her son’s new address in 
the US. She refused to tell 
them. 

“They told me I should have 
killed my son before he left,” 
she said. 

Other officials visited her 
husband’s work demanding to 
know the whereabouts of their 
son. He, too, refused to tell 


them. But he also suffered 
three consecutive heart attacks 
and died in early 1992. 

That same year, Maimina 
joined her daughter's family 
when they moved to the US. 

At 67, she began to learn 
English. It was not an easy 
transition. 

“| said to my children, ‘I did 
not want to come to America, 
take me home,’” she said. 

But she did not go home and 
these days she says she is 
enjoying her new life. Her son 
lives in Connecticut and her 
daughter lives in North 
Andover. She also has six 
grandchildren and two great- 
grandchildren with a third 
great-grandchild due this 
month. 


But Maimina also misses | 
the country she once called | 


home. There, she had free med- 
ical care and her doctor made 
house calls. She misses her 
husband. She hopes to make a 
trip back soon with her son to 
visit her husband’s grave. 


“I miss Russia. For 67 years, | 


I lived in Russia,” she said.

Youth center effort looks 


for town infrastructure 


Youth and senior advocates 
pushed for their own centers in 
2005, but building either facility 
remains a goal in 2006. 

The decade-long effort to 
build a new senior center was 
defeated twice by Andover vot- 
ers in 2005, as supporters 
looked to build a $7.65 million 
building. The second vote 
occurred a Special Town Meet- 
ing in September. 

Meanwhile, Andover Youth 
Foundation members flirted 
with the idea of pursuing other 
locations but also pushed ahead 
with plans to build a youth cen- 
ter next to Deyermond Fields in 
West Andover. Due to fund-rais- 
ing concerns, the foundation has 
said it will cut in half the size of 
its planned 31,000 square foot 
building. AYF members have 
said they plan to ask residents 


for up to $1 million to help with 
roads, parking, lighting, land- 
scaping and utility hookups for 
the site. 

While youth center discus- 
sion will remain a focus in 2006, 
it appears the idea of building a 
community center will continue, 
too. Selectman Brian Major - 
who championed the idea of a 
community center just before 
the April 2005 Town Meeting 
vote on a senior center — said he 
still has hopes for such a center. 
He said he plans to address the 
issue soon with the entire Board 
of Selectmen. 

“| think we still have the 
opportunity to share facilities,” 
Major said. “Whether they will 
be co-owned is to be seen, but 
whatever we build will be 
shared.”

Main Street revamp ge tei in 2006 


The project to beautify Main Street and improve 
traffic flow and safety is still a priority for town 
and state officials, but lower than expected state 
and federal budgets pushed the project into 2006. 

Andover has been waiting for the Massachu- 
setts Highway Department to come up with funds 
to begin construction on the project for more than 


three years. 


Mass Highway planned to put the project out 
for bid last fall, but the US Congress did not 
approve a 2006 federal budget until late November. 
Andover’s project does rely on some federal fund- 


ing. 


Town planning officials will meet with Where 
Highway early this year, 2006, to discuss the pro- 


ject’s new timeline. 


In addition to traffic changes, the project 
includes lamp posts fashioned to resemble gas 
lanterns (see photo at right), cobblestones and 
upgraded benches. There will also be new traffic 
signals, sidewalks, better handicapped accessibili- 
ty, signs, street lighting and curb bump-outs.

“T’ve been here for 25 years,” 
said Day, of Chelmsford. 
“There have always been com- 
plaints about them. We've tried 
to set up meetings, but [the 
Guilford Rail System] has just 
blown us off.” 

Andover Health Director 
Everett Penney declined to 
comment because of pending 
litigation, referring questions to 
the town’s lawyer, Jocelyn Sed- 
ney, who did not return a call 
Tuesday. 


The suit 

During 2005, Chelmsford, 
Westford and Andover all tried 
to prohibit the trains from idling 
in their communities for unrea- 
sonable periods of time, as offi- 
cials say state law permits. 

“They sit not just for min- 
utes, but for hours and some- 
times overnight,” said Day. 


“They can’t just blatantly disre- 
gard reasonable air quality and 
noise ordinances.” 

In response to the imposed 
restrictions, the Guilford Rail 
System filed its lawsuit. 

While a spokesperson for the 
railroad company was unavail- 
able for comment Tuesday, Day 
claims that Guilford is suing 
based on the premise that feder- 
al law preempts state law, and 
that federal law says that enti- 
ties like railways are exempt 
from certain standards. 

“Locals have rights to some 
things too,” he said. “And 


breathable air is certainly one of

According to Day, Guilford 
Rail claims that there is no way 
to avoid idling without stopping 
the trains from running alto- 
gether, as the procedure is nec- 
essary When multiple trains 
need to use a single track. 

“It’s not an all-or-none situa- 


“But they want 
to make it that way. Why not 
keep a train in the original yard 
instead of putting it on the 
tracks and having it sit for 15 
hours?”

John and James start the new vear off, in this review, 
by examining a heroic adventure in a book that manages 
to teach readers lessons without being the least bit bor 
ing. 


F THE MANY MYTHS OUT THERE regarding 
books and literature, one of the most blatant- 
ly incorrect is that non-fiction is boring. Well, 
we are here to prove that non-fiction can be 
just as interesting as fiction 
- in fact, it is sometimes 
more exciting knowing that 
the events actually hap- 
pened. 

One of the best non-fic- 
tion books full of action, 
adventure, misfits, and 
friendship is A Walk in the 
Woods by Bill Bryson. 

Bryson had been living in 
England for 20 years when 
he returned to the United 

States. 
Bill Br yson, He decided that he need- 
al ed to readjust to life here in 
the US, and there is no bet- 


ter way to do that than to take a hike along the 2000- 
mile Appalachian Trail, which runs all the way from 
Maine to Georgia along the Eastern coast. He asked his 
best friend from college — an overweight, out-of-shape 
man named Stephen Katz — to accompany him on the 
adventure of a lifetime. 

And so begins our journey with the incredible Bill 
Bryson, from buying equipment in the daunting sports 
equipment store (and coming to the realization that there 
is no way he can carry 500 pounds of equipment on his 
back!) to violent storms that ravage the wild trail — while 
the two are hiking it! He and Katz learn just what it 
takes to conquer what could very well be the most diffi- 
cult natural challenge in America. 

Bryson has a great writing style, both humorous and 
touching. His anecdotes are funny and the description of 
the sights and sounds of the Appalachian Trail are 
astounding. This is a tale full of all the mystery and sus- 
pense that one would expect going for a walk in the 
deep woods. 

One of the greatest and most interesting aspects of 
this book is the detailed history of the trail that Bryson 
outlines for the reader. From the exciting birth of the 
trail, all the way through to its completion is examined 
in a way that will undoubtedly be one of the most inter- 
esting history lessons the reader has ever experienced. 

A Walk in the Woods by Bill Bryson is best suited for 
anyone 13 and older. It is really a book that will appeal 
to lovers of any genre of literature, but those who are 
interested in history and the outdoors will especially 
enjoy it and the anecdotes Bryson tells throughout.

F A MAN’S HOME IS HIS CASTLE, a person’s yard is 

her playground. Governments should be especially 
careful before altering the property rights of their 
residents. 

Currently, the Andover Conservation Commission 
is considering making changes to the town’s wet- 
lands protection rules. The idea is to provide more 
specific, written regulations about how much space a 
homeowner must leave between wetlands and items 
such as pools, sheds and decks. Some Andover pro- 
fessionals who deal with construction say the pro- 
posed changes would have a significant impact on 
residents who want to make simple additions to their 
properties. They say residents interested in building a 
small doghouse or tool shed would be limited by the 
new written rules. They argue that the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Bylaw approved at 1999 Town Meeting 
specifically allowed for people to make such smaller 
additions to existing homes. The promise that exist- 
ing homes would be grandfathered was one of the 
reasons the bylaw was approved, they say. 

This is another example of why it is so important 
for Andover to have transcripts of its meetings. On 
several occasions, the transcripts of Town Meeting 
have been used to help clarify the intent of Town 
Meeting, which is the supreme governmental body of 
the town. In this case, the transcripts may again help 
those involved to see what action would follow Town 
Meeting voters’ intent.

The merits of three types of 
town government will be con- 
sidered at the hearing: manager 
with five selectmen; executive 
secretary with three selectmen; 
and the present arrangement 
with three selectmen and no 
manager.

“Joe was the greatest high school 
offensive lineman I coached,” con- 
firmed Collins. 

A three-year starter both ways in the

A captain his senior year, Marinaro graded out more than 90 
percent in blocking his last two years and earned the team’s Most 
Outstanding Lineman Award twice and overall Team MVP as a 
senior.

During his summer prep time prior to his sophomore year, 
Perry beat future NBA player J.R. Reid in 1-on-1 competition at 
the prestigious Five Star Basketball Camp (attendance by invita- 
tion only). The next summer he did the same to Rex Chapman to 
win the Five Star |-on-1 tourney. 

“Pound for pound, Tim remains the best high school player I've 
ever coached,” said former AHS head varsity skipper Tom Ryser. 

He was placed in the NFL Hall of Fame for Eastern Mass. 
Scholar-Athletes (12 are named annually). 

Inundated with collegiate basketball and football scholarship 
offers, Perry chose Harvard University to study law and play foot- 
ball. 

From 1986-89 he played for the Crimson. He started for the 
freshman team (frosh were not eligible for the varsity in the Ivy 
League in those days). 

As a sophomore in 1987, Perry was backup QB and returned 
punts and kickoffs in many televised ESPN games. 

He began his junior season as the backup and eventually moved 
in to start Harvard’s final two games. 

As a senior in 1989 he started at quarterback and took every 
snap, throwing 10 TD passes and rushing for five. 

He was named MVP of “The Game,” throwing for 180 yards 
and two TDs and running for one against Yale. 

After graduation, the politically-inclined Perry interned for 
George Bush (the elder) at the White House. 

Perry worked for Hinkley, Allen and Snyder, the second largest 
law firm in Boston, before opening his own firm on State Street, 
which he sold last year to former Gov. George Mitchell's law firm 
of Portland, Maine. 

In 2004 Perry received the Moynihan Lumber Post Graduate 
Achievement Award. 

He and wife Kerry live in Newbury with their two sons, Tim Jr. 
and Jack. 


ROBERT W. PHINNEY 
Four-Sport Star 
Class of 1946 

Phinney, the lone Punchard High graduate in the current class 
of inductees, earned 11 varsity letters prior to his graduation in 
1946. 

Three were in football, three in basketball, three in baseball and 
two in track. 

He was captain of the 1945-46 hoop team and quarterback of 
the football teams from 1943 through 1945. 

He was a second baseman and catcher for the 1944 through 
1946 baseball teams and had a career batting average of .350. 

As a senior in 1946 he was voted Punchard High’s Best Athlete. 

During Phinney’s years there were numerous coaching changes 
in all sports, and Punchard also played what was considered a very 
difficult schedule while still managing to post winning records 
consistently. 

Freshmen were not ailowed to play varsity sports at the time, 
and Phinney was perceived as one of the few athletes competing in 
four sports during that era. 

Phinney later went to Merrimack College, and after graduation 
enjoyed a long and successful career as a businessman in the 
Greater Lawrence area. 

He owned and operated a real estate management and develop- 
ment business, was director of the Bon Secour Hospital Men’s 
Guild, director of the Lawrence Boys Club and Greater Lawrence

Andover. 

He was also president of the Andover Board of Trade and 
Andover Service Club, receiving the Chamber of Commerce's 
Young Man of the Year Award in 1963 and other public service 
awards too numerous to mention.

Birds love peanut butter. Peanut butter is popular with 
nuthatches, titmice, creepers and woodpeckers. 

For an easy peanut-butter feeder, find a pinecone un- 
der an evergreen tree. Attach a string or wire to fasten 
it on a branch or porch rail. Mix a few tablespoons of 
peanut butter with an equal amount of corn meal. Smear 
the mixture on the pinecone. Fasten it outside. 


Some birds eat fruit. Drive a nail partway into a tree 
or post, Cut an orange in half and stick it on the nail. 


Place feeders near trees or bushes so birds feel safe. 
Many birds will snatch a seed, then fly to a tree and wedge 
the seed in the bark to crack it open.

Around town, such holiday

Come tax time a mention of Andover’s Internal 
Revenue Service often gets a growl. But at Christmas 
time, a mention of the IRS brings smiles to families 
all around the Merrimack Valley. 

That’s because IRS workers at the Andover facili- 
ty on Lowell Street dig deep into their own pockets 
every December and this year was no different. The 
final tally is in and workers donated $38,000 and 
5,500 toys to this season’s Toys for Tots Program. 
This holiday season marked the 18th year the 
Andover campus has participated. Every year, the 
1,000 workers dig a little bit deeper into their own 
pockets.

“Representatives of the US Marines Corps 
Reserve presented us with a Commander’s Award at 
our Toys for Tots finale in recognition of our gener- 
ous contributions to help fulfill the Christmas dreams 
of our nation’s neediest children,” said Peggy Riley, 
who handles media relations. “We believe every child 
deserves a little Christmas.” 

IRS sites in Lowell and Methuen also take part in 
the charity drive and the Marine Corps often talks 
about the triple generosity. 

“They tell us every year that they do not know 
what they would do without us because we are their 
number one contributor in the Merrimack Valley,” 
said Kathy Francisco, a communications analyst in 
Andover. 

There were various spots in the town of Andover 
where one could drop off toys to help out these needy 
kids. Some of the sites included Phillips Academy, 
Dylan’s Bar and Grill, the Andover Fire Department 
and Brickstone Square. 

Toys for Tots started in 1947 when Major Bill

1 million sq. ft. office park reports no vacancies as collections firm moves in

Minuteman Park - a nearly | 
million square foot office complex 
— will soon be filled to capacity, 

A local law firm, Zwicker & 
Associates, P.C., plans to lease the 
final 50,000 square feet of office 
space and has a target move-in 
date of May 1. 

The firm has signed a 10-year, 
multi-million dollar lease. Other 
tenants of Minuteman Park 
include Smith and Nephew, 
Philips Medical and Straumann 
USA. 

Zwicker is a law firm founded 
15 years ago that specializes in 
collections litigation. It is growing 
rapidly. 

“By the time we move in (to 
Minuteman), we will have physi- 
cally outgrown our current space,” 
said John Kelly, Zwicker’s general 
manager of operations. 

The move from Federal Street 
in Andover to the office park off 
River Road will accommodate an 
additional 100 employees, up to a 
maximum of 350. 

Zwicker has approximately 30 
clients, ranging from major bank 
cards to government agencies that 
back student loans, said Kelley. 
He said the firm looked at differ- 


ent office spaces, in and outside of 


Andover, but ended up with two 
final choices, both in town. The 
proximity to Interstate 93 and 
Routes 495 and 133 was impor- 
tant, as was keeping employees’ 
commute the same.

But the deciding factor for 
Minuteman Park was the avail- 
ability of parking, something of 
critical importance to the firm, 
which has a large employee base 
to staff an on-site call center, said 
Kelly.

ful business like that is only posi- 
tive.” 

Hill said he is hopeful, but not 
certain, that Zwicker’s expansion 
is a sign of an increasingly robust 
economy. However, he said he 
believes town officials have taken 
steps to draw businesses to 
Andover by easing the tax rate for 
businesses. 

“Selectmen took a bold course 


of action and an appropriate one 
in keeping commercial property 
taxes down,” he said. 

Minuteman Park office com- 
plex was approved by the Plan- 
ning Board in August 1997. The 
board approved five buildings 
totaling 962,000 square feet of 
office space and room for more 
than 2,500 parking spaces on 
more than 86 acres of land. 


Friendly’s for sale 


No plan finalized but planning director 
predicts, ‘Somebody will be in there soon’

The former Friendly Ice Cream 
location might be vacant, but the 
town’s planning director doesn’t 
expect the hot property to stay that 
way very long. 

“It’s fairly hot with its prime 
location,” Planning Director Steve 
Coyler said of the now empty 
Friendly’s on North Main Street, 
next to the Andover Public Safety 
Center. “No doubt, something will 
be in there soon. 

“Tt’s downtown and it has park- 
ing,” he said. “I have no doubt 
about it, somebody will be in there 
soon.” 

Nobody has yet called his 
office to inquire about the vacant 
restaurant, which quietly closed on 
Christmas Eve night. 

“It was like the Ground 
Round,” Coyler said of the clos- 
ing. “People were there and they 
were told that it was closing 
down.” 

The Ground Round, located on 
South Main Street near the North 
Reading line, sat vacant for over a 
year before owners of Tokyo Steak 
House, a Japanese steak house, 
announced their takeover plans. 
Plans have been approved and the 
new restaurant is expected to open 
this spring. 

Friendly’s is located much clos- 
er to downtown, so Coyler expects 
the property to turn over more 
quickly. 

The 2,129-square-foot build- 
ing, which also has a 20,000- 
square-foot parking lot, is owned 
by Friendly’s, according to Friend- 
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ly’s company spokeswoman Lynn 
Bolton. Bolton, who handles 
media inquiries, said the building 
and parking lot will be sold by her 
company. The assessed value of 
the property is $544,900, accord- 
ing to the assessor's office. 

Friendly’s has a real-estate 
branch that handles sales of restau- 
rants. Its real estate branch was 
closed last week because of the 
holiday, so the future of the build- 
ing had not yet been discussed in 
detail, Bolton said Tuesday. 

She said the restaurant in 
Andover opened on June 1, 1965 
and was one of nine Friendly’s in 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Jer- 
sey and Connecticut that closed 
during Christmas weekend. 

“All were under-performing in 
terms of sales,” she said but 
declined to offer specifics. 

She said the Andover restaurant 
had 17 employees and all of them 
have taken jobs at other Friendiy’s 
sites. The reassignments include 
restaurants in Tewksbury, North 
Andover and Salem, N.H. 

“All of them were transferred 
and the company was happy to 
help with that,” Bolton said. 

Meanwhile, Coyler said he 
doubted a bank or a hair salon — 
popular businesses in many down- 
town spots — would move into the 
space, since the building would 
have to be gutted. 

“I would like to see a more blue 
collar-type restaurant go in, like a 
Shawsheen (Luncheonette) or 
Lantern Brunch,” Coyler said. “I 
hope it doesn’t go upscale.”

lor former Andover resident Sean Hig- 
gins, taking piano lessons was a lucra- 
tive gig. 

As a teenager, he earned 50 cents every 
week that he told his piano teacher he had 
practiced since his last lesson. 

It seems Higgins was telling the truth all 
those weeks. 

The 24-year-old has just released his own 
debut compact disc called The New 
Thought, a collection of original orchestral 
jazz compositions. 

“I know that what I create is truly origi- 
nal,” he said. “You have a certain freedom in 
jazz that lets you express yourself.” 

Higgins, who counts John Coltrane, Her- 
bie Hancock, McCoy Tyner and Kenny 
Kirkland among his musical inspirations, 
plays piano on the album. He graduated 
from Andover High School in 1999 and 
went on to earn both college and graduate 
degrees in music.

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Andover’s greatest forgotten man 


In 1850, Benjamin 
Hanover Punchard 
died, leaving the 
equivalent of 1.7 mil- 
lion 2006 dollars to 
build and maintain a 
school” in 
Andover. 

When you read 
the Andover history 
books, not much is 
said about this man, 
although his grant 
was the most gener- 
ous ever given to the town by an individual. 
Often, I’ve wondered what kind of man he 
was, and maybe the few facts we have will 
shed some light. 

Technically, Punchard didn’t make a gift 
to Andover because the money ($50,000 at 
his death, and an additional $20,000 at his 
wife’s death) was put in a private trust cre- 
ated by Mr. Punchard. Eight trustees were 
to administer the funds: five of the trustees 
elected by the Town Meeting, the other 
three appointed under the terms of the trust. 
Those three appointed under the terms of 
the trust were and are: the rector of Christ 
Church, the minister of the South Parish 
Church, and the minister of the West Parish 
Church. I'll not speculate as to whether Mr. 
Punchard would have created a trustee from 
a Catholic parish since the town’s first 
Catholic parish, St. Augustine, didn’t exist 
until 1852 — two years after his death. As to 
other religious groups in Andover, the Bap- 
tists were in the middle of temporarily dis- 
banding, the Free Church folks had just 
begun to organize in 1846, and the Ballard- 
vale Church began the year Punchard died. 
However, the North Parish of Andover 
(now North Andover) was fully functional 
and healthy. Punchard chose to ignore it. 

At the time of his death, Andover had no 
public high school, and this created a gen- 
uine problem. Horace Mann, the head of 
education in Massachusetts, had mandated 
that every town with more than 4,000 
inhabitants should have a secondary school, 
and Andover had more than 4,000 people. 
In the Andover Townsman dated June 17, 
1934, Bessie Punchard Goldsmith wrote: 
“Few people realize the primitive and 
chaotic state of Andover’s common schools 
three quarters of a century ago or the great 


“free 
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influence the Punchard School has had in 
building up the well-organized school sys- 
tem of today.” Her middle name, Punchard, 
was given to her because her father, 
William G. Goldsmith, was serving as 
headmaster of Punchard High School at the 
time of Bessie Goldsmith’s birth. 
Benjamin H. Punchard was born in 
Salem at the turn of the 19th Century. Pun- 
chard knew from his own childhood experi- 
ence the value of education. Until he was 
10, he went to public and private schools; 
then his father died, forcing young Ben- 


jamin to leave school and go to work. He 


became a successful businessman by the 
time he was 20. When he was 28, he moved 
to Andover and married Martha Marland, 
the daughter of one of Andover’s primary 
industrialists, Abraham Marland (of Mar- 
land Mills). Mr. Punchard was never a 
healthy man, and he died in middle age. 

Punchard stated in his will that his “free 
school” was to have no sectarian influence; 
however, there was to be daily prayer and 
Bible reading. While, on its face, this 
appears to be a conflict, obviously Pun- 
chard did not think so, nor would most peo- 
ple in 1850. Perhaps historical perspective 
will help us to understand better. 

Until 1833, the Massachusetts constitu- 
tion required towns to support financially 
its Congregational Churches, and it was not 
until almost 130 years later — in 1962 — that 
the practice of prayer in the classroom 
began to be judicially outlawed. We now 
live in a time of little or no religious influ- 
ence in public education, yet religion was a 
pervasive part of life when Punchard was 
alive. No doubt, what Mr. Punchard meant 
by saying that the school was to have no 
sectarian influence was that it should not be 
a church-run school. 

Punchard left to the trustees the decision 
as to whether girls should be admitted, and 
the trustees immediately admitted them. 
Mr. Punchard did not leave instructions as 
to what kind of school should be built, but 
the trustees decided on a high school, 
although Bessie Goldsmith wrote in her 
1934 column that everything from a gram- 
mar school to a college was considered. 

The most controversial part of Pun- 
chard’s will had to do with the political 
struggle between the people living in the 
South and West parishes — now Andover — 


and those people in what is now North 
Andover. Punchard did not create a North 
Parish trustee, and he required that his free 
school be located in the South Parish 
(although he stated that students from the 
North should be given the right to attend the 
school). The division of the two Andovers 
had been institutionalized as early as 1709 
when the state had authorized the creation 
of two parishes, North and South. During 
Punchard’s life in Andover, the division 
was nearing completion and became formal 
and legal the same year Punchard High 
School opened, 1856. 

When Benjamin Punchard’s dream 
became reality that year, 56 boys and girls 
were admitted to the new school (after 
being duly examined and found qualified). 
The year after he died, the Town Meeting 
adopted the following resolution: “...we 
will cherish the memory of his many 
virtues... we recommend to the trustees to 
adopt the most effectual way to associate 
his memory with the institution which he 
has founded.” 

The trustees named the school for him, 
however it should be noted that Mr. Pun- 
chard had made no such suggestion. 

The high school bearing his name lasted 
through three buildings, until 1957, when a 
new high school was constructed. The 
Andover School Committee inexplicably 
left his name behind in that year. 

An argument as to whom has been the 
most important person influencing the 
town’s character would be an interesting 
one. At the very least, Punchard would have 
to be a nominee, and he’d get my vote. 
Although it was a single act that created the 
town’s high school, it was an elegant and 
generous one that enormously and positive- 
ly affected the town — and still does. One 
hundred and fifty six years after Mr. Pun- 
chard’s death, the trust lives on, and its 
money is used for scholarships as well and 
special projects. 

There is a short street that bears his 
name in the center of town, and a building 
at 8 High St. is called the “Punchard 
House.” (It is on the National Registry of 
Historic Places.) 

Whenever I think of Benjamin Pun- 
chard, always I am left with the feeling that 
Andover has inadequately remembered 
him.
